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THREE CRASHES, ONE DAY 

The Kent Air Ambulance attended three crashes in icy conditions near Barham last Wednesday morning. 
On the A2 coastbound at 9.50am, a lorry drove into the back of a broken-down vehicle, then jack-knifed 
and tipped over. Firefighters freed two people before the driver was flown to a London hospital with 
pelvic, leg and abdominal injuries. On the Elham Valley Road, a car driven by a 20-year-old woman collid¬ 
ed with a bus just before 9am. She was flown to the Royal London Hospital. The air ambulance was also 
called to a man in his 50s who had suffered a broken ankle in a smash on the A2 near Barham at 
8.08am. None of the victims' injuries are thought to be life-threatening.

THE Westgate Hall will be demol¬ 
ished, the museums aren’t safe and 
charges for a host of services, 
including parking, will increase. 

During a full session of Canterbury council 
on Thursday - marred by political point-scor¬ 
ing - the budget was passed as agreed by the 
executive on January 21. 

A last-ditch opposition attempt to amend the 
budget to safeguard the future of the Roman 
Museum, Westgate Towers and Heme Bay 
Museum, as well as the Westgate Hall, 
dragged out an increasingly heated debate for 
four hours. 

But despite this and three passionate 
speeches from members of the public on the 
Westgate Hall and museums, no changes to 
the budget were accepted. 

In his opening speech, council leader Cllr 
John Gilbey emphasised the need to balance 
the budget and plan for the future. 

He said: “We seek to emerge from the reces¬ 
sion in the best possible state. The watchword 
for the coming years will be vigilance, with 
careful budgetary control and realistic 
appraisal of our position.” 

But Liberal Democrat Cllr Jo Calvert- 
Mindell said: “We have let the community 
down. We aren’t here to speak for ourselves, we 
are here to represent the community. We are 
becoming a council that can’t do, not a council 
that can do.” 

At one point the Tories and opposition 
seemed close to a consensus on the museums. 

The administration pledged to keep the

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Protestors hit 
out at plan for 
4,000 homes

THE South Canterbury 
Residents’ Association has 
hit out at the council ahead 
of a meeting to discuss the 
future of the city. 

The association is hosting an event 
tonight about the possibility outlined 
in the council’s Local Development 
Framework of building up to 4,000 
homes on farmland to the south of 
Canterbury. 

Dick Vane-Wright, secretary of the 
South Canterbury Residents’ 
Association, said: “There are three 
main issues. Firstly, whether it is 
necessary to build thousands of 
housing units in south Canterbury. 

“Secondly, if it is, what assurances 
do we have that this will be devel¬ 
oped as a proper community and will 
take into account all of the needs to 
do that, given that it will necessarily 
be done by the private sector? 

“There is no requirement upfront 
to design in things like water supply, 
schools, medical facilities, roads, pub¬ 
lic transport - this all somehow mag¬ 
ically comes afterwards. 

“Finally, why doesn’t Canterbury 
council engage with local people 
effectively on these issues?” 

Mr Vane-Wright said he hoped the 
meeting would be a place for people 
to listen respectfully to the council’s 
plans and ask probing questions and 
embark on a lively debate. 

He said the association was realis¬ 
tic about the possibility of housing 
being built in south Canterbury, but 
feels there should more community 
ownership of the project. 

Mr Vane-Wright said: “We have a 
proposal, which may not be entirely 
realistic, but then it would lead hope¬ 
fully to a debate as to how you would 
get local people engaged in making 
these sorts of decisions. People need 
to send their comments to the coun-

cil. We recognise change is inevitable 
but it has to be managed properly.” 

Council chief executive Cohn 
Carmichael said: ‘We can apply con¬ 
trols on what happens in 
Canterbury, though the placing of 
housing needs to be done in a way 
that fits with the South East Plan. 

“We certainly can influence the 
style of housing, but if we fight on a 
resistance basis, so that allocation is 
done by planning application and 
appeal, we will lose that ability. 

“We intend to prepare develop¬ 
ment briefs on major sites to demon¬ 
strate exactly what type of housing 
we would be prepared to accept. 

“I think we do very well in working 
with our local community and we 
have an excellent track record in our 
housing developments.” 

The meeting is at 7.45pm tonight 
in the St Nicholas School sports hall 
in Holme Oak Close, Canterbury. 
Doors open at 7.15pm. 

Anyone with views on the future of 
south Canterbury should contact the 
council by March 12.

threatened Westgate Hall, Roman 
and Heme Bay museums open in 
their current form for at least a year 
and work with other organisations to 
find a long-term solution. 

However, they still voted to remove 
£112,600 from the museums budget. 

Professor David Birmingham, for¬ 
mer head of history at the University 
of Kent, gave an impassioned speech 
in favour of the Roman Museum and 
Westgate Towers. 

He said: “What I think about the 
meeting isn’t printable. 

“The way the party whip was used 
in such a blood-curdling way to clob¬ 
ber the old, the poor and the volun¬ 
tary services was heart-rending. 

“It was just petty arguments about 
who said what. It was abysmal, there 
was no substance.” 

Charles Lambie, Canterbury 
Archaeological Trust’s chairman of 
trustees, was also saddened an agree¬ 
ment on museums was not reached. 

Bob Long, from the salsa group 
which uses the Westgate Hall, said he 
was disappointed by political sniping. 

Lib Dem leader Cllr Alex Perkins 
denied any of his councillors had 
made personal or inappropriate 
remarks during the meeting. 

Cllr Gilbey said remarks were made 
in the heat of the moment which were 
stronger than intended. Both leaders 
denied using a party whip.

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Find out if singing can 
help you stay healthy

SHAKESPEARE said music is the 
food of love, but it may also be the 
secret to good health in old age. 

A Canterbury academic has acquired 
£250,000 in funding to test the theory by get¬ 
ting people over 60 who don’t currently sing to 
try it out so he can test the benefits. 

This pioneering project will be led by 
Professor Stephen Clift, research director of 
Christ Church University’s Sidney De Haan 
research centre. 

He said: ‘We are interested in whether being 
involved in an enjoyable activity like singing 
might help delay the onset of dementia. 

“There are also implications in terms of mood 
and issues to do with depression and anxiety, 
mobility and feeling isolated. 

“Older people can have problems with their 
breathing, so we will see whether singing can 
help them manage that better.” 

Volunteers for the singing groups will be ran¬ 
domly assigned into two groups. One group will 
be asked to sing with a song club once a week 
for three months. 

The other group will not sing to begin with so 
the difference can be compared, but will later 
get a chance to join in with the music. 

The project might also mean big savings to 
the health service and social services if singing 
can improve people’s health. 

Professor Clift said: “If people sing regularly 
they may be better able to control their breath¬ 
ing and to recognise when potential problems 
are developing and manage them better. 


“We don’t know that is the case but even if 
you could prevent a small number of people 
having to be hospitalised, the cost saving could 
be quite considerable. 

“A number of GPs and respiratory consult¬ 
ants in East Kent think it is an issue really 
worth researching because it could well make a 
difference to the quality of life of people with 
chronic respiratory illness.” 

Roma Buscall, from Age Concern Whitstable, 
said: “Anything that can improve people’s social 
interaction and health is be an excellent idea. 

“The majority of our clients are in the upper 


age bracket and it would be very difficult for 
them to leave their homes and attend a venue 
to sing without transport, but we know all the 
clients who attend our day centre really enjoy 
singing.” 

Singing groups will take place in community 
centres in Whitstable, Boughton-under-Blean, 
Broadstairs, Birchington and Ramsgate. 

Regular sessions will begin in April, but there 
will be taster sessions before Easter.

‘Within seconds of my arrival I was on 
a bed. Within minutes I was seen by a 
doctor; then by a team of doctors. Within 
hours I was in the coronary care ward. 

“The staff could not have been more 
professional. Diagnosis and the start of 
treatment was virtually immediate. 

“The nursing teams on Taylor ward 
were caring, friendly and reassuring. 
The ward was spotlessly clean.” 

The Westgate ward councillor said the 
only downside to his experience was a 
bumpy ambulance ride down the pot- 
holed A28 for a final procedure in 
Ashford to see a “brilliant” cardiologist. 

Cllr Eden-Green said: “I feel very 
strongly that where people have done far 
more than one would expect, they 
deserve a bit of acknowledgement. 

‘We have a hospital to be proud of 
staffed by true professionals who should 
in turn be proud of what they do.” 

Cllr Eden-Green is on the way to a full 
recovery and hopes to resume an active 
part in council life this week. 



Re-arrested 
hours after 
leaving prison 

ARRESTED 17 times since June, a 
one-woman crime wave breached 
her anti-social behaviour order 
within hours of being released 
from prison. 

Alison Macmillan, 56, of St 
Peter’s Grove in Canterbury, was 
arrested at 10.30pm on Thursday, 
February 18, just seven days after 
being made the subject of a two- 
year ASBO. 

That was after being jailed for 
seven days by magistrates for con¬ 
tempt of court. 

Macmillan appeared before 
magistrates in Dover on Saturday 
morning. 

Since June she has been arrested 
for burglary, theft, public order 
offences, being drunk and disorder¬ 
ly, harassment and bail offences. 

Her ASBO bans Macmillan from 
being drunk, possessing an open 
container of alcohol in a public 
place and using abusive or threat¬ 
ening words or behaviour. 

She is also banned from entering 
St Peter’s Street, The Friars, the 
High Street or Best Lane between 
7pm and 8am, from going into The 
Cricketers pub at any time and 
from calling the emergency servic¬ 
es where there is no danger to life 
or property. 


Some bright ideas 
for pier at Herne 
Bay cost £10,000 


A REPORT into the future of Heme 
Bay Pier has laid out options to 
make the most of the attraction. 

Consultants concluded the pier 
was not financially viable in its cur¬ 
rent form, but could be redeveloped. 

The £10,000 report by Humberts 
Leisure has said the pavilion should 
be demolished, but the structure 
underneath should remain. 

Humberts then suggest using the 
area for deckchair hire, fishing, 
events like the Heme Bay Festival 
and perhaps exhibitions and farm¬ 
ers’ markets. 

The consultants suggest a second 
phase where the pier could be rede¬ 
veloped into a traditional family sea¬ 
side attraction with Victorian rides, 
a restaurant, stalls and shops. 

In the longer term, Humberts sug¬ 
gest two options. One would involve 
turning the pier into a contemporary 
art gallery with studios and a quali¬ 
ty restaurant to rival similar devel¬ 
opments in Whitstable and Margate. 

The other option would be to turn 
the pier into a water-sports centre 
for windsurfing, sailing, jetskiing 


and waterskiing, training rooms, a 
club house, restaurant and stores. 

Heme Bay Regeneration Panel 
chairman Councillor Peter Lee said: 
“The report demonstrates the pier 
has a significant future as a visitor 
attraction at the heart of the town. 

“It sets out positive and realistic 
options for consideration and I look 
forward to the debate in the town 
before the council takes any deci¬ 
sions on what to do next.”

Barrow brigade 
sowing seeds lor 
future alotments 


ALLOTMENTS are often not 
high on developers’ list of priori¬ 
ties, leaving little room for green¬ 
fingered householders. 

To try and find a solution, residents in 
Great Chart and Singleton have formed the 
Barrow and Spade Brigade that wants to 
find a space for community-run allotments. 

Alisa Yingling, chair of the group said: 
“There is a growing awareness of where our 
food is coming from and many people don’t 
feel right about shipping in food from around 
the world, especially when they live in the 
Garden of England. 

“Nothing is as gratifying as planting a 
little seedling and tasting the incredible 
flavours that come from your own runner 
beans and potatoes.” 

The group formed last summer and 
already has a long waiting list of people who 
would like their own patch of ground. 

Sonata Winchester another member of the 
group said: “Many of the gardens in the area 
are quite small. First we looked into getting 
people on a waiting list and now we are look¬ 
ing for a spot of land. We have had tremen¬ 
dous support from the community.” 

Allotments are becoming increasingly 
popular but finding new sites is difficult. 
Ashford council’s own sites already have a

huge waiting list; a problem that is common 
across the UK. 

Ms Winchester said: “We still have not got 
a site because it is quite an involved process. 
We first have to identify potential plots of 
land that are not about to be developed and 
are not used for agriculture. Then we have to 
approach the owners to see if they would be 
happy to lease the land.” 

The group is holding a meeting this week 
to discuss the idea with interested parties 
and to invite other members of the public 
who would like to take part. 

Home grown produce will be available so 
people can see what can be achieved when 
they turn their hand DIY horticulture. 

Ms Winchester said: ‘We would obviously 
like a big enough piece of land to meet the 
needs of the community but we would be 
grateful for whatever we can get. We want to 
get the word out there that our community 
has this need.”

Eastern and Coastal Kent 
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Remembering 
the Few aft 70

A SERIES of spectacular events will 
take place in Kent this summer to 
mark the 70th anniversary of the 
greatest air battle in history. 

The Battle of Britain, which was fought in the 
skies above the county, heralded a 
major turning point in Word War Two. 

Woithout aerial dominance, Hitler’s 
Nazis were prevented from mounting a 
planned invasion of Britain, stemming 
the tide of the German advance across 
Europe in 1940. 

From his home at Chartwell, near 
Westerham, Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill dubbed the battle Britain’s 
“finest hour”. 

To celebrate the 70th anniversary of 
the triumph, Biggin Hill Air Fair is plan¬ 
ning an airfield attack and aerial dis¬ 
play in June, and a major event will be staged at 
the National Memorial to the battle at Capel-le- 
Feme, near Folkestone, in July. 

The county’s Spitfire, The Spirit of Kent, will 
also soar above the War and Peace Show at the 
Hop Farm in Paddock Wood in July. 

The Battle of Britain raged over Kent from July 
10 until October 31, 1940, with brave RAF pilots 


winning spectacular dog-fights, despite being com¬ 
pletely outnumbered by the German Luftwaffe. 

In a rousing address from Chartwell, Churchill 
declared in August, 1940, that: “Never in the field 
of human conflict was so much owed by so many 
to so few.” 

The four months of intense aerial dogfights were 
fought above Kent to win dominance of the skies 
and also to protect London from Nazi attacks. 

There were 71 squadrons within RAF Fighter 
Command, and the airmen known as 
‘The Few’ came not only from Britain 
but also Poland, France, Belgium, 
Australia, Canada, New Zealand and 
South Africa. 

A major celebration of the 70th 
anniversary of the triumph is planned 
for July 11 this year at the National 
Memorial at Capel-le-Ferne, on the 
cliffs between Folkestone and Dover. 

The most famous RAF fighter station 
at Biggin Hill airfield, which is now an 
airport near Westerham, will commem¬ 
orate the anniversary at its 47th annu¬ 
al Air Fair on June 26-27. 

Events will include a spectacular airfield attack 
enhanced through sound, pyrotechnics and giant 
screens, to help create the summer of 1940. 

It will host a great number of Spitfires, 
Hurricanes and other key aircraft from the battle 
and has invited representatives and aircraft from 
the Allied nations to join the commemorations.

WARBIRDS TAKE TO THE 
COUNTY'S SKIES AGAIN 


TWO iconic Battle of Britain aircraft will return to the skies above Kent this year for the War and Peace Show. 

The popular annual event will be held at The Hop Farm in Paddock Wood just weeks after the celebrations 
marking the 70th anniversary of the turning point of World War Two. 

The county's Spitfire fighter Spirit of Kent and the German Messerschmitt 108 (pictured) will take to the 
skies on Sunday, July 25. 

Show organiser Rex Cadman said: "It will be good to hear the throaty roar of the Spitfire, particularly in 
such an important year, when we are celebrating the most significant event in the history of the RAF. 

"The aircraft's appearance at the War and Peace Show is a tribute to the courageous airmen whose skill 
and determination played a crucial role in turning defeat into victory. 

"The return of the Messerschmitt 108 provides a rare opportunity for people to see a German wartime air¬ 
craft in action. 

"This machine was not a fighter, in the style of its sister aeroplane the Messerschmitt 109, but these 
machines were very much in the frontline, serving on fighter squadrons in the communications role." 

Paul Campbell, of the Kent Spitfire, which has arranged the War and Peace Show display, said: "Both air¬ 
craft will be in authentic wartime livery and looking their best for such an important anniversary year." 


Language schools speechless over government visa rules 


A CLAMPDOWN on foreign students enter¬ 
ing the UK has sparked fears of a huge drop in 
numbers at Kent’s language schools, colleges 
and universities. 

Under new Home Office rules designed to 
reduce abuse of the system, visa applicants 
must now be able to speak a higher level of 
English before being allowed to stay. 

But while many are pleased the 
Government is cracking down on those who 
pretend to be students and instead find jobs, 
further education bodies in Kent rely heavily 
on foreign intakes and are concerned. 

Peter Worley, principal of Hilderstone 
College in Broadstairs, said: “I’d have thought 
every language school in the country and all 
the universities are aghast at these proposals. 


“It’s akin to dealing with an outbreak of weeds 
by bulldozing the garden. The Government is 
putting the language school industry at risk 
because it can’t organise its legislation properly. 

“Alan Johnson [the Home Secretary] says 
students wishing to study English must first 
have a good grasp of English, which is absurd. 

“It’s like saying you can’t learn to drive 
unless you have already driven; or can’t learn 
the trumpet until you have a good grasp of it.” 

Currently, anyone who successfully applies 
for a student visa can travel to the UK and 
work legally for up to 20 hours a week. 

Under the new rules, applicants from out¬ 
side the EU will have to speak English at a 
level just below GCSE standard, rather than 
beginner level as at present. 


Those taking courses below degree level will 
also only be allowed to work 10 hours a week. 

It is hoped the legislation will also reduce 
the threat of terrorism, but North Thanet Tory 
MP Roger Gale said: “The Home Secretary has 
ignored cross-party warnings that his propos¬ 
als will damage the interests of language 
schools, colleges and universities while doing 
nothing to address the real problem, which is 
illegal immigration and economic migration 
under the guise of seeking asylum. 

“Kent is already suffering as agents placing 
students are choosing locations other than the 
UK because of the uncertainty. 

‘We need to control immigration, but we need 
to remember foreign students are worth a great 
deal to our economy, in the short and long term, 


as graduates return to do business in Britain.” 

Most language schools are located along the 
south coast, with east Kent a particular hotspot. 

The sector is worth about £1.5 billion to the 
economy, and Margate Language Centre prin¬ 
cipal Jon Burton said he was “shocked, disap¬ 
pointed and bemused” that it was being put at 
risk by the new legislation. 

He said: “It’s not just the schools that will 
miss out, it’s Kent as a whole. Foreign stu¬ 
dents just won’t bother coming, yet they are an 
important part of the economy of the county.” 

Professor Julia Goodfellow, vice-chancellor of 
the University of Kent, said she didn’t think 
the legislation would affect applicants. 

She said: “The policy is not an issue for univer¬ 
sities as we have quite strong criteria anyway.”

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QUESTION & ANSWER 





What are your responsibilities? 


A My job title is district commander for the 
Canterbury district, so Canterbury city 
itself, Whitstable, Heme Bay and all the mral 
bits in between. I am directly responsible for 
all the operational uniformed police activity 
that goes on over that large area. 


Why have crime numbers fallen in the area? 


A Crime continues to fall across the country so 
it is not something we can claim is unique to 
Kent or to Canterbury. There is a general drop 
in most crime categories in the country. It would 
be attributable to a whole spectmm of reasons, 
but we would like to think a good percentage of 
the reasons are our hard work in identifying 
those that are normally responsible for a dispro¬ 
portionate amount of the crime, and then the 
process of them going through the criminal jus¬ 
tice system to incapacitate them. It has been 
something the police service and others have 
been aware of for years; the vast majority of the 
crime is committed by a veiy small percentage 
of people. It is a small minority of people that 
cause the problems for the vast majority who 
tend to be hard-working, decent citizens. 


Why has numbers of drug crimes risen? 

The thing with drugs is that it is not just a 
Canterbuiy or a Kent or a British problem; it 


is a world-wide problem. It is a huge social prob¬ 
lem. It does affect disproportionately a small 
number again who are the users who cause us 
problems in respect of other crime, particularly 
inquisitive crime because they need to steal and 
acquire property so they can fund their drug 
habit. However, when you refer to the drug 
crime figures increasing, that will be a direct 
reflection of the fact that police have done more 
work around drugs. A drug incident only 
becomes a crime when the police have found 
someone either in possession, intending to sell or 
actually selling drugs. That is when it becomes 
recorded as a crime. The more work we do to 
tackle drug dealers the higher our drug figures 
become, unlike other serious crimes like mur¬ 
ders which are always recorded. The drug fig¬ 
ures reflect our pro-active intervention. This last 
year we have had a number of successful opera¬ 
tions. We now have about 90 defendants going 
through the courts and that had quite an effect 
on the local drug users. 

Q Is there anything that concerns you about policing or 
crime in the area? 

A I don’t have major concerns about 
Canterbury, Whitstable and Heme Bay. The 
Canterbury district is still an incredibly safe 
place to live, work and visit. But there are, as one 
might expect, still a small minority of people 
that will revert to crime for whatever reason. 
There are also a small minority of people who 
behave in an anti-social manner which does 


cause concern and distress of other members of 
the public. Our efforts are focussed on that 
minority of criminals. 


Q 


What is the most difficult thing about your job? 


A That is a difficult question because I still 
thoroughly enjoy my job and there can’t be 
too many people that still wake up in the morn¬ 
ing and are still content, or indeed look forward, 
to going into work. A number of my colleagues 
feel the same. It seems to be something quite 
strange about this as a profession. There are 
some things that are more difficult than others. 
In my role now it is probably dealing with some 
of the bureaucracies to satisfy all those who are 
interested in our accountability. We are account¬ 
able to the public so we have to have systems of 
accountability but it’s probably one of the less 
rewarding parts of the job. 


Q 


What is most satisfying aspect of your job? 


A lt sounds a little bit corny, but helping the 
public. It is satisfying when a member of the 
public says thank-you. We deal with such a huge 
spectrum of the human experience that most 
members of the public probably don’t have a full 
appreciation or understanding. Most people’s 
experiences are based about watching television 
and the reality isn’t quite like that. We are just 
a lot of folks trying to do an awful lot, as well as 
we can, for the people of the district.

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Road casualties 
'cut by cameras' 

DEATHS and serious injuries are down by 93 
per cent thanks to speed cameras, according to 
the Kent and Medway Safety Camera 
Partnership. 

In the three years 
before speed cameras 
were installed, 29 peo¬ 
ple were killed or seri¬ 
ously injured at crash 
hotspots in the dis¬ 
trict. 

But since the instal¬ 
lation of cameras in 
2006 only two people 
have been killed or 
seriously injured in 
three years. 

Canterbury has two fixed yellow safety cam¬ 
eras and five camera van sites. 

Katherine Barrett, the partnership’s com¬ 
munications officer, said: “When you see a yel¬ 
low fixed camera in means there have been 
three or more people killed or seriously injured 
over a 1km stretch in the three years before 
the camera was installed. 

“Our safety camera vans operate at sites 
where at least one person has been killed or 
seriously injured in a speed-related crash. 

“All cameras are placed where they will save 
fives and these latest figures for Canterbury 
show beyond any doubt they are making our 
roads a safer place.” 

Across Kent there has been a 63 per cent 
reduction in the number of people killed or 
seriously injured at the partnership’s camera 
and van sites since they were introduced. 

Katherine Barrett said: “Nearly 325 casual¬ 
ties have been prevented across the region.” 

The partnership is comprised of Kent 
County Council, Medway Council, Kent Police, 
the Highways Agency and the courts service.

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Badly behaved 

boars Ened up in 
fanners'sights

WILD boar wreaking havoc in the 
Kent countryside have forced des¬ 
perate farmers to demand a wide¬ 
spread cull. 

The herds are being blamed for killing 
lambs, destroying crops and, in the worst 
cases, attacking dogs, as they expand across 
the county. 

Some farmers have admitted to losing 
thousands of pounds each year as the pigs 
destroy their crops, with others having to 
fork out for new fences to replace ones ripped 
apart by the animals. 

And despite wild boar preferring the more 
wooded areas of the Kent and Sussex bor¬ 
ders, an increasing number are now being 
spotted in eastern parts of the county. 

Isabelle Bretherton, from the National 
Farmers’ Union (NFU), said this is unsur¬ 
prising as they are known to travel large dis¬ 
tances. 

“Once they have finished eating woodland 
plants in one area they will quickly move on 
to another,” she said. 

Risk of disease, damage to crops and 
attacks on livestock has pushed the NFU to 
back calls for management through culling. 

“At the moment there is no management 
and this needs to be looked at,” said Ms 


Bretherton. “Like any wildlife, when the pop¬ 
ulation reaches large levels, culling is sadly 
required. They shouldn’t be wiped out alto¬ 
gether, but numbers need to be controlled.” 

Experts believe there could be more than 
500 roaming between Kent and East Sussex. 

And without predators such as wolves, the 
animals are top of the food chain, meaning 
numbers are not controlled naturally. 

Hunting is permitted throughout the year 
and around 100 landowners have licences to 
cull them on their land. 

Meat stocks from the animals provide 
butchers with quality, sought-after produce, 
but those in the agricultural industry still 
believe numbers need to be managed. 

Diversity 

Critics, however, say wild boar add to the 
rich diversity of the countryside. 

Peter Smith, from the Wildwood Trust at 
Heme, near Canterbury, agreed there needs 
to be some control, but stressed they should 
not be eradicated. 

But farmer Jenny Farrant, who mns a 
farm in Beckley, on the border of Kent and 
Sussex, said some of her land has been 
destroyed, losing her about £50,000 over the 
years. 

The Department for Environment, Food 
and Rural Affairs has drawn up a three-year 
action plan to help mral communities in 
Kent deal with the problem. 


Glass half full for pubs minister 


LEADING names in Kent’s pub trade have 
raised doubts over what the industry’s new 
government minister can achieve just 
months before the general election. 

While welcoming the appointment of John 
Healey as Britain’s first pubs minister, both 
Shepherd Neame chief executive Jonathan 
Neame and Thorley Taverns 
operations director Phil Thorley 
remain sceptical about a position 
that may cease to exist if the 
Conservatives win power. 

Mr Thorley said: “It’s like win¬ 
ning a penalty after the final 
whistle has already been blown - 
too little, too late. 

“It’s good to see they’ve finally 
recognised the industry needs 
focus, but for me it’s just a token 
gesture in an attempt to win 
votes. 

“There’s something like 20 per 
cent fewer pubs today than when 
the Government came in 13 years 
ago, but they decide to appoint a 
minister just months before the 
election. We’ve had to deal with so many new 
laws and issues affecting the pub trade. It 
would take anyone time to understand them 
all, by the time John Healey does it will be 
too late for him to do anything about them.” 

The Thorley Taverns chain consists of 21 
pubs in east Kent as well as clubs, restau¬ 
rants and function rooms. 

An estimated 40 UK pubs have closed 
every week over the past year, with chal¬ 
lenges facing the industry including the 
recession, high rents, the smoking ban, 
changing consumer habits and cheap alcohol 


in supermarkets. It is understood Mr Healey 
will consider introducing business tax breaks 
and relaxed planning laws to help pubs sur¬ 
vive, something Mr Neame - chief executive 
of Britain’s oldest brewer - is keen to see 
come to fruition. He said: “To have a single 
point of contact for the industry is extremely 
beneficial, because previously we 
would have to deal with different 
departments for different issues 
and it was all very dysfunctional. 

“But the obvious question is: 
what’s he here for and what does 
he propose to do? 

“Essentially the Government’s 
policy on alcohol over the last 15 
years has favoured vodka and 
cider over beer, and nightclubs 
and supermarkets over tradition¬ 
al pubs, and we would like to see 
that reversed.” 

Mr Neame said he had already 
written to Mr Healey with sug¬ 
gestions of how he could help the 
pub trade, including freezing 
beer duty and offering rates relief 
for pubs that provide other community serv¬ 
ices like internet access, public toilets and 
post offices. 

A self-confessed beer lover, Mr Healey is a 
member of the All-Party Parliamentary Beer 
group and a regular at pubs in his 
Wentworth constituency in South Yorkshire. 

He said: ‘While we can’t stop every pub 
from closing, it’s right we do everything pos¬ 
sible to back them. 

“But they need help now, so I am deter¬ 
mined to have a deal on the table with a 
package of help in the next few weeks.”

You won't hear the word 'sorry' 
at the bottom of a Kent pothole 


SOMETHING extraordinary happened 
last week: the county council apologised 
for the state of the roads and the num¬ 
ber of potholes that made driving all but 
impossible in some parts. 

Crumbs, a touch of humility from County Hall 
- something, it’s fair to say, that we’re not overly 
used to in this part of the world. 

Had KCC leader Paul Carter not been feeling 
well? One of those nasty winter chills, perhaps? 
Or maybe the county’s highways chief Nick 
Chard was a little dazed and confused after 
pranging his car an icy road? 

Although the latter might seem the best bet 
given the number of us who have suffered a sim¬ 
ilar fate of late, neither of the above misfortunes 
were, to my knowledge, true. 

And, you shouldn’t be surprised to learn, the 
apology didn’t come from our leaders at Maid¬ 
stone, but from Staffordshire County Council. 

Not a part of the country I know well, but how 
refreshing to find a local authority ready to hold 
up its collective hands and say sorry, we know 
this wasn’t good enough and we’ll get it sorted. 

It all contrasts rather depressingly with the 


bluster emanating from our county hall, where 
an increasingly arrogant, pompous and self- 
important leadership appears to consider itself 
beyond the slightest reproach. 

Consider the Icelandic banking fiasco that 
claimed £50 million of KCC’s cash. That’s our 
cash, by the way. Your cash. 

Were we offered an apology for KCC having 
been so careless with our money? 

OK, let’s return quickly to the real world and 
recall what we did in fact get - a barrage of 
bleating and whining that the nasty old Audit 
Commission had decreed KCC’s performance in 
the Icelandic affair to have been ‘negligent’. 

Legal action was threatened - using our cash, 
your cash - if the commission didn’t remove the 
word ‘negligent’ from its report. 

Presumably not fancying a potentially lengthy 
court squabble, the commission ‘downgraded’ the 
negligence charge to ‘careless’. 

I’m not convinced a ‘careless’ local authority 
should be handling our millions, but we must live 
with what we’ve got... a group seemingly more con¬ 
cerned with promoting its own sanctity than doing 
what is necessary to keep the county running. 

And that, it is all too often forgotten, involves 


the mundane: disposing of our rubbish, keeping 
our libraries stocked with an up-to-date selection 
of books, keeping our roads in a drivable state... 

Which many of them are not at the moment. 
I’ve (thus far) got away lightly this winter -1 just 
need my car’s tracking fixed after thumping into 
one pothole too many - but countless people will 
have been forking out for smashed wheels, shred¬ 
ded tyres, wrecked suspensions and so on as the 
shocking state of the county’s roads has taken its 
toll. 

So when Cllr Carter is next unveiling his vision 
(spare us!) to an adoring audience about how he 
would like to cover yet more countryside with 
another road across the Thames, or how he would 
like a series of lorry parks across Kent, or how he 
would so like to emulate the wondrous achieve¬ 
ments of the Victorians, perhaps someone close to 
him might venture to suggest that keeping open 
the roads we’ve got should be the priority. 

Oh, and learning how to say sorry once in a 
while when he or his authority gets it wrong.

Tell us a bit about your job. 

I oversee the provision of Kent's many county groups 
which are run by Kent Music for Kent County Council and 
Medway Council. There are approximately 700 musicians 
aged between seven and 25 in 16 county level groups, 
eight choirs, two orchestras, two wind bands, a jazz 
orchestra, two recorder ensembles and the Kent Music 
Academy. Further to this we run our annual three-week 
summer school which attracts an additional 1,000 young 
musicians from around the county. 

Why do you think music is a good hobby 
and talent to have? 

Learning to play a musical instrument develops many 
useful skills in young people such as the ability to work on 
their own while practising and also to work as part of a 
team when rehearsing in groups. When taught and 
encouraged properly individual and group music lessons 
instil confidence, discipline and commitment.. On top of 
this, of course, it's a very enjoyable hobby through which 
you can make life-long friendships. 

What have you got coming up in 2010? 

In April we are presenting a short festival of Kent Music 
county groups concerts in Chatham. This starts on April 
at the Brook Theatre. On April 10 we have the Kent 
county youth orchestra playing the Dvorak's new world 
symphony in the Central Theatre, and lastly we have the 
Kent youth choirs and Kent youth wind orchestra playing 
music from Broadway on April 11, also at the Central 
Theatre.

Bring in assisted 
suicide UK law 

Whilst not directly a Kent-based 
story, there may well be people in 
Kent in similar circumstances - 
albeit for different reasons. 

BBC veteran presenter Ray 
Gosling has admitted, on a radio 
show earlier this week, that he 
killed his then lover who was 
then apparently in the final 
painful stages of AIDS. 

This is likely to have happened 
before more modem treatments 
became available, though we 
don’t yet know when. 

(Remember Kent based artist 
and film-maker Derek Jarman 
died of this illness way back in 
1991. His diaries still make for 
very uncomfortable reading 
during his final months etc.) 

For Ray Gosling it must have 
been a very emotional and 
upsetting thing to do, especially 
once the doctors advised there 
was nothing more they could do. 
He acted out of love and 
compassion for his then lover in 
my view. 

Whilst he has now been 
detained for questioning by 
Notts Police, in my view he 
should not be vilified for this 
action, nor charged with either 
murder or manslaughter. I have 
every sympathy for him under 
very trying circumstances as 
with anyone in a similar 
situation. 

I back the calls made recently 
by Sir Terry Pratchett for an 
assisted suicide law in the UK as 
already happens in some parts of 
the USA and in Switzerland etc.

Don't cut back on 
university education 

The Government proposes to make 
cuts of £449 million in the 
University sector. 

The Kent Green Party is urging 
people to campaign against these 
cuts, for the sake of our young 
people and everyone who wants 
access to university education. 

The university sector is expecting 
to turn away up to 300,000 would-be 
students in the autumn, including 


applicants from all over Kent and 
Medway. Government cuts in 
funding are to blame.

Glimpse of heaven too 
much of a good thing

THERE is life after death in Peter 
Jackson’s visually-stunning inter¬ 
pretation of the bestseller by Alice 
Sebold, which proves to be one 
adaptation too far for the Oscar- 
winning director of The Lord Of 
The Rings trilogy and King Kong. 

Cutting back and forth between the real 
world and a colour-saturated heavenly limbo, 
The Lovely Bones details the efforts of a mur¬ 
dered 14-year-old schoolgirl who helps her 
grieving father apprehend her killer from 
beyond the grave. 

In doing so, the girl’s tortured spirit can 
attain lasting peace, along with those of the 
murderer’s other victims. 

Jackson’s screenplay, co-written with wife 
Fran Walsh and Philippa Boyens, is caught in 
its own limbo, unable to bridge the narrative 
divide between the two planes where the story 
unfolds. 

A miasma of computer-generated special 
effects in the otherworldly sections is distract¬ 
ing and we yearn for a speedy return to the 
drabness of reality. 

Fantasy is vastly overrated. 

The story begins with youngster Susie 
Salmon, played by Saoirse Ronan, on her way 
home from school in early December 1973. 

She is lured to her death by neighbour 
George Harvey (Stanley Tucci), who dismem¬ 
bers the girl and hides her remains in a cast- 
iron safe in his basement. 

Detective Len Fenerman and his colleagues 
never find Susie, just her woollen hat in a 
cornfield and traces of the girl’s blood. 

The teenager’s father, Jack (Mark 
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CAMPAIGN: Mark Wahlberg as father Jack Salmon 

Wahlberg), mother Abigail (Rachel Weisz) and 
booze-soaked grandmother Lynn (Susan 
Sarandon) are denied a chance to bury the 
child. 

Jack sacrifices his marriage to embark on a 
tireless campaign to track down his daughter’s 
killer, but there is no evidence, and the police 
grow tired of his theories. 

Classmate Ruth Conners is touched by 
Susie’s spirit and could perhaps provide that 
vital link between life and death. 


Meanwhile, George watches the Salmons 
closely from his home across the street, fixat¬ 
ing on Susie’s younger sister, Lindsey. 

“Mr Harvey began to feel a familiar itch,” 
confides the murdered teenager in voiceover. 
“It had been a long time now...” 

The Lovely Bones is hamstrung by 
Wahlberg’s inability to convey a single genuine 
emotion. He wrings crocodile tears in vain and 
tries to make us care about his patriarch’s 
quest for vengeance. 

Ironically, the dead have far more life, espe¬ 
cially Ronan, who delivers Sebold’s words in 
heart-tugging voiceover: “I would like to tell 
you that it is beautiful here, that I am, as you 
will one day be, forever safe... but it’s not quite 
like that.”

AFTER stops in France, Italy, 
Greece and Turkey, catching 
glimpses of cities such as Rome, 
Nice and Naples, and seeing the 
Pope in St Peter’s Square, we often 
wondered what might happen next 
on our Mediterranean cruise.

You pay extra for the trips and some are 
expensive (£135 for a ten-hour guided tour of 
Rome), but there are shorter, cheaper trips to 
from which to choose. 

And after a hard day sightseeing, it is com¬ 
forting to know that you will be soon be back 
to the comfort of the ship, where food - and 
more food - awaits. 

In Barcelona, the transfer from airport to 
ship was slick and easy, and the Brilliance Of 
The Seas offered all we could expect, and 
more. Some passengers treated themselves to 
a short break in Barcelona before we sailed. 

On board, meal times are as flexible as they 
can make them. There is fixed-time dining in 
two sittings in the swish Minstrel Restaurant, 
where you mostly share a table for ten, or you

can opt for anytime dining by arrangement. 

There is also a serve-yourself eating area, 
the Windjammer, and various snack stations 
throughout the ship. 

In the two speciality restaurants, the Chops 
Grill boasts ‘the best steak on the high seas’ 
while the Portofino serves Italian food. Both 
charged about £12 extra per person. 

All cabins - or staterooms as cruise lines call 
them - have a TV and a hairdryer, and I could 
not fault the cabin service. 

Food and entertainment - superb shows 
every night in the Pacific Theatre and various 
bar combos around the ship - are included in 
the price, although alcoholic drinks cost extra. 

We saw something of so many places in 12 
days that would have cost much more going 
independently, and a cocoon of cruise-ship 
comfort was a good way of doing it.

Housing market frozen 
as snow hits county 

THE recent snowfall and icy conditions 
have affected the mortgage market, put¬ 
ting a hold on many transactions, 
according to one industry expert. 

All aspects of the sector came to a 
standstill, according to Catherine 
Heamden, director of financial advice 
firm MyMortgageDirect. 

“Surveyors weren’t able to get proper¬ 
ties, people weren’t able to view, estate 
agents were closed, solicitors weren’t 
available,” she explained. 

Traditionally, warmer weather sees 
housing activity pick up, with Easter a 
key time for people to start looking at 
houses, the mortgage expert continued. 

Figures from the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors revealed that 
house prices rose again in January but 
buyer interest and new instructions to 
sell fell. Newly-agreed sales fell for the 
first time in 10 months amid the winter 
conditions. 

Lending shortage puts 
squeeze on landlords 

A TOTAL of 46,000 homes were repos¬ 
sessed in 2009, according to the Council 
of Mortgage Lenders - a rise of 15 per 
cent on the previous year and the high¬ 
est number since 1995. 

“Lending continues to be scarce and 
there seems to be no sign of banks relax¬ 
ing lending,” says David Plaister, manag¬ 
ing director of property letting experts 
LetAssured. 

“With the number of repossessions at a 
14-year high, the banks’ ability to lend is 
entrenched, and there will continue to be 
a shortage of funds for landlords in 2010. 

“It’s a shame that the number of repos¬ 
sessions is causing banks to hold back on 
lending for good landlords who can 
afford to borrow. 

“Good landlords should to be allowed 
to grow their portfolios. House prices are 
ideal so it’s a great time to buy, but 
there’s still no finance available.” 



There's room for optimism 
as the price rise continues

LAST month saw house prices rise 
for the seventh consecutive time, 
according to the Halifax House 
Price Index. 

The increase was a moderate 0.6 per cent 
and takes the average price to 9.9 per cent 
above its trough in April 2009. 

The first weeks of February have also seen 
increased activity in the market causing opti¬ 
mistic forecasts from analysts about the com¬ 
ing months. 

According to the Halifax, the Bank of 
England’s interest rate reductions have boost¬ 
ed housing demand, which, coupled with low 
supply, pushed up prices. 

It suggested that house prices would remain 
flat during 2010, as more people put their 
properties up for sale. 

Currently, the average house price is 
£169,777, up £15,287 since April last year, 
while further property figures from Halifax 
have revealed that house prices increased by 
105 per cent during the past ten years. 

The Noughties saw prices go up by more in 
real terms than in any other decade during 
the last 50 years. 

In the latest survey, the Rightmove House 
Price Index for February 2010 reveals the 
largest monthly increase since April 2007 and 
represents a year-on-year increase of 6.1 per 
cent. 

Sellers appear to be hoping for a prosperous 
new year, and are asking an average of 3.2 per 
cent more than last month. 

This average rise is surprising, given the dif¬ 
ficult UK and global economic picture, say 
experts. 

However property in popular locations, such 
as Kent, remains in short supply, supporting 
upwards price pressure. 

Miles Shipside, commercial director of 
Rightmove said: “A price jump of more than 


three per cent is more comparable to the pre- 
credit-crunch boom-times. 

“Sellers are setting their sights higher, and 
some agents are going along with them in 
order to win scarce instructions. 

“Property for sale remains scarce in popular 
areas, but new supply to the market has to be 
priced at what buyers are willing to pay.” 

Rightmove site traffic is regarded across the 
market as a good barometer of prospective 


buyer intent, with January proving to be a 
record month. 

Pages viewed were up 29 per cent on 
January 2009, at 710 million. 

January and February are the traditional 
time for bargain hunters to start shopping 
around, although analysts say with prices 
recovering there will be fewer bargains to be 
had this year, and agents and sellers may have 
to work harder to put a deal together. 


Don't let fraudsters steal your home 


THE Land Registry has launched a Protect 
your Property Campaign to help homeowners 
who are most at risk of fraud. 

Via the Central Office of Information’s reg¬ 
ister of 6,500 organisations they will be dis¬ 
tributing a Protect your Property leaflet giving 
information on how people, especially those in 
vulnerable groups, can protect their most 
valuable asset. 

The leaflet can also be downloaded from the 
Land Registry website. 

Peter Rodd, a Partner at Thanet based 
Solicitors, Boys & Maughan said: “The Land 
Registry’s campaign provides homeowners 


with information to help them protect their 
property. 

“If you are mortgage-free, no longer live at 
your property or are a buy-to-let landlord, you 
should make sure the Land Registry has your 
details, so they can contact you when someone 
makes an enquiry about your property.” 

Last year an attempted fraud was discov¬ 
ered and prevented by the Land Registry 
because, among other anti-fraud procedures, 
the owners of the property that was being 
“stolen” had kept their address for service up 
to date. 

The couple had paid off the mortgage on a 


property they were letting and lived at anoth¬ 
er address. 

Because they lived elsewhere, they’d sup¬ 
plied their home address as well as that of the 
let property as contact addresses for the Land 
Registry. 

Fraudsters impersonating the couple tried 
to change the named owners on the Land 
Registry record so they could take over owner¬ 
ship of the let property, but the Land Registry 
contacted the couple immediately at both 
addresses and they were able to object to the 
transfer of ownership and prevent their prop¬ 
erty from being stolen.

JAGUAR is celebrating 75 years and a 
return to the roaring form of its 1960s 
heyday - the big cat launches an all-new 
XJ flagship (pictured) soon.

The Japanese marque now has an 
array of eye-catchers from the popular 
Qashqai crossover, through the intrigu¬ 
ing Cube city car/MPV to the GT-R 
affordable supercar.

It should provoke much discussion 
before arriving in October through its 
bug-eyed funky chunky styling, designed 
to appeal particularly to the ‘bloke 
market’ in an increasingly effete sector. 



A lion king' in waiting 

PEUGEOT launches its stunning new 
RCZ sports car in May, but it has already 
won an international internet poll - 
‘most beautiful car of 2009’. 

A dream car at a near everyday price, 
the French lion brand will sell it here for 
£20,450 and undercut cheapest versions 
of the rival Audi TT by some £6,000 
while offering more standard kit. 

The sumptuous interior of last year’s 
308CC also suggests Peugeot has the 
handle on the cabin quality needed to 
complement the RCZ’s stunning looks.

Hyundai's Santa Fe now

LAST time I drove Hyundai’s 
Santa Fe, I suggested chucking the 
badges away. 

Most people would then think it cost twice 
the price, guaranteeing entry to the poshest 
social gathering. 

Things have moved on though: a spectacular 
economic crash has made most people less 
badge-conscious and the Korean brand is now 
seen as offering more than value-for-money 
and a standard five-year warranty. 

After hearing quibbles about the 2006-vin¬ 
tage Santa Fe, Hyundai has also incorporated 
remedies into a tidy 2010 facelift. 

It is even better value than before too; a 
simplified range starts from a bargain £21,495 
and the thirsty petrol option has been dropped. 

A much reduced premium of £750 buys you 
an extra pair of seats to add seven-seat MPV 
status to the Santa Fe’s decent 4x4 prowess, 
plus self-levelling rear suspension and rear 
privacy glass as standard. 

And if the cleaned-up exterior and big trape¬ 
zoidal exhausts threatens posh rivals then the 
new look interior will worry them even more. 

Plasticky wood trim is replaced by more 


contemporary ‘carbon black’ and everything 
feels robust and of decent quality, with many 
stowage places. Standard kit includes revers¬ 
ing sensors, air con and a sound system with 
aux/USB connection and full iPod control. 

Unfortunately, the indicator stalk is mount¬ 
ed to the right - unlike most of the marque’s 
other models - but this is a small minus 
against the big plus from a new all-aluminium 
194bhp 2.2-litre diesel in this revised car. 

Even with the slightly deadening effect of 
the six-speed auto ‘box on the test car 
(Premium trim five-seat auto £24,745), the 
Santa Fe feels lively for its size, hitting 62mph 
in 10.2 seconds while averaging nearly 40mpg 
- 41.5mpg in manual format. 

Electronic stability control (ESP) is standard 
and handling is impressive; the car’s height is 
not accompanied by unacceptable leaning on 
bends or, at the other extreme, a hard ride. 

Of course, it is more ‘soft’ than off-roader, but 
the Santa Fe should tackle rough ground well; 
it runs mostly in two-wheel drive but switches 
extra traction to rear wheels when a loss of 
grip is sensed. If you are really mired though, 
full four-wheel drive can be selected by a 
switch on the dash.

THE £8.2 million redevelopment of 
Kent’s St Lawrence Ground is firm¬ 
ly back on track after the club 
announced a new housing partner 
this week.

The county have now secured a partnership 
with Bellway Pic who will now build on two 
plots of land bought from the club, on the Bat 
and Ball site and the county’s current net prac¬ 
tice area. 

A planning application will now be submitted 
to Canterbury City Council, who incidentally 
loaned Kent £4 million to help with redevelop¬ 
ment costs in November, with the result expect¬ 
ed in three months.

Clifford, it heralds the end of what he admits 
has been forced to be a long process. 

“I’m sure it’s taken a lot longer than the gener¬ 
al public would have liked, but realistically these 
things take time,” he said. “Effectively this has 
taken longer because Persimmon pulled out. 

'We have been working on this for a while. We 
began this process way back when Persimmon 
pulled out and we put it back out to market and 
start the whole selection process again. It’s 
taken longer than, in an ideal world, we would 
have wanted.” 

The club hope the redevelopment, which 
includes a hotel, conference facilities, health 
and fitness centre, stand refurbishment, flood¬ 
lights and hospitality boxes, will get underway 
during the summer, but that will be determined

Clifford said the county are looking forward 
to working closely with their new housing part¬ 
ners and feels there is finally light at the end of 
the tunnel, describing the housing deal as a 
“defining moment.” 

He said: “It’s now up to Bellway as to when 
they start work and if I’m honest I don’t know 
when that will be, but we will be encouraging 
them to fit it in around the summer when we 
have cricket on. 

“It feels like the end of the beginning if you 
like, but what people don’t see is all the work 
leading up to when that digger arrives to start 
work, which will be a big thing for people at the 
club.” 

Jason Green, managing director of Bellway’s 
south east division, added: “The partnership 
will allow us to continue to develop a range of 
high quality homes for people in the 
Canterbury area. The St Lawrence Ground is 
an iconic venue and presents a wonderful 
development opportunity.”

SIMON Moore’s first-half penalty 
extended Herne Bay’s winning 
streak in the league to seven on 
Saturday but the game was over¬ 
shadowed by disciplinary problems.

Visa com¬ 
plications mean he cannot return until 
May, but the striker advised anyone playing 
at the same level in England to give it a try. 

He said: “If you can get the opportunity to 
do it, do it. It’s hard being away from your 
family and friends but at the same time 
you’re living a really good life, so you’ve got 
to make a decision.”
